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SPECIAL REPORT. 


Dist. No. 1. This school has had two terms of eight and 
eleven weeks each. Whole number of scholars, Swmmer 
Term, 18; average, 16 7-9. Whole number of scholars, 
Winter Term, 18; average, 16 3-5. Whole number of weeks 
school, 19. The’school, throughout the year, has been under 
the care of Miss Jennre E. Woop. Miss Woop has had 
much experience teaching, and the school showed good work 
done, especially at the close of the year. Wages, Summer 
$27, Winter $28, per month including board. 

Dist. No. 2. This school has had 23 weeks of school. 
Summer Term of 8 weeks, Fall Term of 8 weeks, Winter 
Term of 7 weeks. The first term, whole number of scholars, 
29; second term 30; third term 33. Average, first term 
29 3-16, second term 28 2-13, third term 29. ‘The first two 
terms were under the instruction of Miss Jennie M. Mer- 
RIAM, whose good discipline had a great power for the good 
of this school, which manifested itself at the close of each term. 
Wages of teacher including board per month, first term $34, 
second term $34. . 

The third term of school was under the instruction of F. 
CLARENCE BLANCHER; but owing to want of energy and de- 
cision in the government of the school, much of his labor was 
lost ; but those who went to learn and had self-respect enough 
to conduct in gentlemanly and ladylike manner had a good 
opportunity to improve their scholarship. It is also very no- 
ticeable in this term, how much home influence has to do with 
the prosperity of a school. Wages, including board, $26 per 
month. 

Dist. No. 3. This school has had 24 weeks of school 
during the year—three terms of 8 weeks. Whole number of 
pupils 7; average for the year 7. There has been only two 
days absent marks in the whole year. This school has been 
under the care of Miss F. E. Daritne of Keene, whose suc- 
cess in this school has been great, the examinations being of 
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the most thorough character, showing that both teacher and 
pupils had worked hard and had accomplished a great deal. 
Here we see the effects of the diligence of parents in having 
their children careful to be at school, and to try to improve 
when there. Wages per month $20. 

Dist. No. 4. This school has had 22 2-5 weeks of school, 
two terms. Summer Term of 7 4-5, and Winter Term of 
14 2-5 weeks. Whole number of scholars, Summer Term 13, 
Winter Term 16; average, Summer 12 1-2, Winter 15. This 
school has been under the instruction of Miss Grace Hay- 
warp. ‘This being her first experience in teaching it is not 
to be expected that perfection will be attained at once; but 
the teacher showed a desire for the advancement of her pupils 
with pleasant words of aid, but failed somewhat in discipline, 
which should be the ‘‘ Sine qua non” of the district school. 
The school showed advancement in Reading, at its close, and 
we trust with more experience that she may rank among our 
best teachers. Wages, first term $20, second term $23. 

It is necessary for the highest advancement of any school 
that there should be harmony among members of the same 
districts, otherwise the school fails to accomplish what. it 
might. A great variety of text books, and consequently 
small classes was for the disadvantage of this school, perhaps 
in a measure accounting for the lack of progress in some 
studies. 

Distr. No. 5. This school had two terms of 8 and 8 1-2 
weeks each. Whole number of pupils, first term 19, second 
term 21; average, first term 17 4-5, second term 20. This 
school was under the instruction of Miss L. JENNIE COCHRAN, 
whose discipline was very good, but who worked to some dis- 
advantages for want of blackboard room, but which was 
afterwards remedied. It is a noticeable fact, where the 
parents visit the schools often, the scholars seem to be more 
interested. Miss Cocuran was generally liked so far as I 
have learned. Wages, $24 per month. 

Dist. No. 6. This school was under the charge of Miss 
Mary E. Brirron of Surry. Miss Brirron met with 
good success in this school trying to combine theory with 
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practice and application. The school is small, but for the 
most part, seemed to have a desire to please the teacher and 
to improve the opportunities offered them. Whole number of 
scholars, first term 8 ; average 7 3-4. Whole number, second 
term, 9; average, 7 4-5. Wages, $19 first term, $20 second 
term. 

Dist. No. 7. This school has been very successful under 
the instruction of Miss Ipretta M. Gunn, whose abilities for 
teaching are very good. ‘This school sustains its reputation 
for the best primer class in town, while the older scholars are 
by no means overlooked, but showed by examination, that 
they too had been instructed. This school has had three 
terms, the last two, as in most of the other schools where 
they had three terms, with only a short vacation, and only 
one examination. Whole number of scholars, Ist term and 
second term 21, 3rd term 22; average, Ist 20.3, 2nd 20.18, 
3rd 20.85. Wages per month $21. We predict for Miss 
GUNN a very successful career in teaching, and it is the desire 
of the committee that more teachers of this kind may find 
places in our schools. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The welfare of any community, town or nation, may be said 
to be represented by its system of public education of the 
masses ; therefore, to enjoy what it is our privilege to as a 
civilized and enlightened people, we must make the standard 
of our intelligence higher and higher as we stride along the 
course of time. To think of returning to the primitive state 
of our public school system 100, or even 50 years ago, is folly, 
and to think we have attained the desired goal is worse than 
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folly. But if we cannot go to the past for our standard, nor 
have it in the present, we must press on; yes, onward and 
higher. 

We do not want costly buildings half so much as we want 
costly teachers, teachers who will teach practically what the 
book may teach in theory. Perhaps there is no cause so pro- 
ductive of mediocrity in all the walks of life as the want of 
knowledge practically applied to every day things. Then, in 
order to bring about this state of things, we want live, ener- 
getic men and women as teachers of the young in our 
schools, those who will also give good moral instruction, with 
scientific knowledge. Then we want Illustrative Apparatus. 
Our schools in this town are very deficient in this respect, I 
may say, almost totally so. Next we want the best text 
books and not too many at one time. Better learn a few 
things well than to get a smattering of everything and prac- 
tically know nothing. It is necessary to concentrate the mind 
upon a few things, in order to have them firmly seated there. 

Another important thing is to show ourselves interested, 
particularly in the progress made by our children. Indiffer- 
ence will produce indolence, while earnestness on the part of 
parents and guardians will almost invariably produce activity 
and accumulation of knowledge on the part of scholars.. Uni- 
formity of text books used, is of the greatest importance. 
The school that is not uniform in its lesson books can accom- 
plish but very little, compared with what might be done with 
better classification. 

Writing is sadly neglected. Perhaps once a week, or once 
in two weeks is thought to be sufficient; why not read but 
once a week? 

The practice of writing spelling lessons has very many 
ereat advantages over oral spelling, and I am glad it is com- 
ing into use more and more. ‘Then if education is lifting and 
ennobling to a community and nation, diminishing misery and 
crime, let us all see to it that we are lifted by its influence to 
a higher and nobler standard.
